Washington, March 3.—(Special.)—Con- 
gressman Joe Bailey created a lively sensa- 
tion among his democratic colleagues of the 
house this morning by making the declara- 
tion that under no circumstances would he 
be @ candidate for the speakership in the 
next congress. : 

‘“T would not accept the leadership after 
what has been demonstrated to me,” said 
Mr. Bailey, in talking of his decision af- 
terwards, “if it was given me unanil- 
mously.’’ 

Bailey’s Statement. 

That positive was he in his declaration, 
and he means it. Yesterday’s vote on the 
Wheeler case was the cause of Mr. Bailey’s 
decision. He explained his position in the 
following statement given out to the press: 

I want it distinctly understood that I 
am not actuated by any feeling of pique 
or personal disappointment: but I am 

proceeding purely on the idea that as a 

large number of democrats are unwilling 
. to insist upon an obedience to a perfectly 

plain provision of the constitution, they 
ought not to be made responsible for the 
leadership of a man who believes that 
the constitution is the supreme law of 
the land and ought to be obeyed at all 
times and by all men. I would raise 
the same question again, and I will raise 
it as often as it presents itself, but 
when I raise it from my place in the

Now that he is out of it, three names are 
figuring the gossip over the democratic 
leadership—Bankhead of Alabama, Richard- 
son of Tennessee, and DeArmond of Mis- 
sourl. Mr. Bailey believes his friends will 
absolutely control the nomination and does 
Met hesitate to say that they will not 
choose either Richardson or DeArmond. 
Bailey himself is for Bankhead. This fact 
gives Colonel Bankhead’s candidacy a de- 
cided impetus. He is one of the strongest 
of democarts, a man familiar with all 
phases of legislation and one who has 
many warm friends among his colleagues. 
He will have a good deal of support in the 
Georgia delegation. There is a strong feel- 
ing here, however, that there will be other 
aspirants and that some man not yet men- 
tioned may be selected as the minority 
leader.

London, March 4.—Tne Daily Graphic an- 
nounces that the British minister to China, 
Sir Claude MacDonald, acting upon Lord 
Salisbury’s instructions, has notified the 
Chines3 foreign office that Great Britain 
will hokl China to the terms of the contract 
in the recent railwey loan, and wil] also 
support her in resisting any aggression 
intended to- force her to _ repudiate 
her obligations under that contract. 

As the result of British action, according 
to The Daily Graphic, Anglo-Russian ne- 
gotiations have been resumed, with the 
prospect of an amicable arrangement. 


VON DIEDRICHS IS RELIEVED. 


Prince Henry of Prussia Commands 
German Ship in Chinese Waters. . 

Berlin, March 4.—Emperor William has 
appointed Prince Henry, of Prussia, to 
succeed Vice Admiral Von Diedrichs in 
command of the German squadron in Chi- 
nese waters. The Neuste Nachrichten re- 
marking upon the importance of the ap- 
pointment, says: 

“Prince Henry, being the brother-in-law 
of the czar and a grandson of Queen Vic- 
toria, the appointment wil] tend to assist 
the adjustment of eastern affairs. We an- 
ticipate that the Anglo-American press in- 
trigues against Admiral Yon Diedrichs will 
cease in the presence of a prince enjoying 
such great popularity, especially in the 
British navy.”

Saturday night. They were Miss Elizabeth 
Bardin, on whom Pickney was calling; Miss 
Jennie Bardin, her sister, and Miss Rad- 
claffe, of Philadelphia, who is visiting at 
ithe (Bardins. The witnesses told prac- 
tically the same story—of Mr. Pinckney 
having left the house near midnight, and 
of their having heard the shooting just af- 
ter he left. They rushed into the street 
and had him carried to Miss Bardin’s, 
where he remained until removed to a hos-

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KIPLING STILL IMPROVING. 


AUTHOR IS ADVANCING TOWARD 
PERMANENT RECOVERY. . 


His Two Daughters Are Now Down 
with Pneumonia, but De Doesn’t 
| Know It. 


New York, March 3.—Rudyard Kipling 
continues to improve rapidly. His condi- 
tion is satisfactory in every way, and but 
one bulletin was issued today, at 2:15 p. m., 
which was as follows: 

“Mr. Kipling has continued to im- 
prove so that today his temperature 
and pulse are but little above normal.”’ 


There is only one shadow to Mrs. Kip- 
ling’s complete joy at her husband’s re- 
covery, and that is the illness of her two 
little daughters, the elder of the two, Jo- 
sephine, who is being cared for at the home 
of a friend of ‘Mrs. Kipling, is very seri- 
ously ill with pneumonia, the crisis, it was 
announced tonight, not having as yet been 
reached. 

The second, Elsie, who is isolated at the 
Hotel Grenoble, also has pnumonia, which 
developed in the past day or two, but she is 
not so serioiWfSly ‘11 as her sister. Both 
children:are doing very well considering the 
nature of the disease. 

As yet Mr. Kipling knows nothing of their 
illness. He attributes their absence from 
his room to his uvwn illness and the fear the 
Physicians have expressed that their pres- 
ence would tend to disturb him. 

Tonight Dr. Dunbar, who is still in con- 
stant attendance, said: 

“Mr. Kipling cantinues to improve. He 
is out of danger. We cannot say when he 
will be able to get out, and we only know 
that we, his physicians, will take no 
chances. If all goes well he ought to be 
able to take outside air for brief periods 
in about two. or three weeks. 


POPE’S PHYSICIANS PLEASED. 


THEY PREDICT A LONG LIFE FOR 
THE HOLY FATHER. — 


Every Indication Points to the Per- 
manent Recovery of the 
Pontiff. 


Rome, March 3.—The physicians of the 
pope say they are quite satisfied with’ his 
condition. When leaving the pontiff last 
evening they predicted for him a long life. 
Before going to sleep the pope wrote a 
poem which was a description of his case 
as analogous to the ohe which happened to 
Clement XII. He read the poem this 
morning to the doctors. The latter urgent- 
ly advised abstinence from all movement if 
the patient wished to recover in five or six 
days. 

This being the anniversary of the corona- 
tion of the pope there were the usual cere- 
monies of flag hoisting and visits from pre- 
tates, notabilities and diplomats, who in- 
scribed their names in the visitors’ book. 


. The following bulletin was issued at 6 


o'clock this evening: 

“The pope passed a very gdod day and 
does not complain of any pain. He says 
he feels very well. His temperature is 98.6, 
pulse 72, and respiration 22.”’ 

The doctors add that the pontiff’s mental 
and physical condition is excellent. The pa- 
pal secretary of state, Cardinal Rampolla, 
has sent a letter to the high prelates resid- 
ing in Rome, in which he says: 

“I hasten to notify you today that the state 
re the holy father is completely satisfac- 
ory.”

SCHLEY PUT AHEAD OF SAMPSOR 


Both Branches of Congress Worked 
Diligently To Pass the Import- 
ant Bills Pending, but 
No Conclusion Is 
Reached. 


Washington, March 3.—Excitement, con- 
fusion, heavy strain and hard work have 
characterized this, the last legislative day 
of the fifty-fifth congress in the senate. At 
times confusion was so great in the unu- 
usually staid and decorous body as to render 
the transaction of business almost impcs- 
sible. Business that ordinarily would have 
the undivided attention of every senator- 
on the floor, was transacted am’i so much 
noise that it was next to impossible to fol- 
law the proceedings. 

Toward midnight order was baing evolved 
from the seeming chaos of the early part 
of the day and evening, and tne prospect 
was fair that congress would adjourned at 
noon tomorrow with its absolutely necessa- 
ry work completed, 

When the senate convened in the last 
legislative sessiun at 11 o’clock more than 
the usual number of senavuors were on the 


floor. Morning eg was suspended 
| practically and thé “g@aate proceeded Imme- 
diat. ly to business looking to udjournment. 

The following’ bills were passed: 

To incorporate the National White Cross 
of America and for other purposes, au~- 
thorizing the construction of a bridge over 
the Tennessee’ river at Sheffield, Ala.; a 
bill providing’ a site for the Washington 
public library building. ) 

Mr. Mallory, of Florida, presented the 
credentials of his colleague, Samuel Pasco, 
appointed a senator by the governor of 
Fiorida to fill a vacancy unfilled by the 
legislature. The credentials were filed, 
Mr. Platt, of Connecticut, dissenting trom 
the constitutionality of the appointment. 

Mr. Hale, of Maine, called up the s#en- 
eral deficiency appropriation bill and tne 
senate proceeded. with its consideration. 
Temporarily, the general deficiency bill was 
laid aside in order that some conference 
reports might be considered, 

Mr. Allison presented a partial confer- 
ence report on the sundry civil bill. It 
was read and aroused considerable discus- 
sion. 

Mr. Morgan denounced what he termed 
“the log rolling’ regarding public buiild- 
ings, declaring that tne action of the iuler 
of the house was a fraud and an outrage. 

‘*l saw,’’ he said, “bills passed by the 
senate in such a hurry that many of the 
names of the cities could not be under- 
stood by the senators. I want to protest 
against that sort of legislation. I know 
where the incentive of this performance 
comes from. 

“I know the origin of that wrong. I 
know the man who inspired it. His will 
and pleasure was to make fair: weather 
for a particular set of men who are fa- 
vorites of the public ruler of the house.”’ 

The refusal of the house conferees to 
yield on the’ Hawalian cable was discussed 
at length. Mr. Butler, of North Carolina, 
spoke in support of the senate conferees 
and was fellowed by Mr. Chandler, who 
expressed the hope that the senate con- 
ferees would adhere to the senate’s prcp- 
osition even if an extra session were there- 
by forced, 

“There are some things,’ he said, “worse 
than an extra session of congress,” 

Mr. Stewart and Mr. Morgan considered 
the cable amendment as the most impor- 
tant feature of the sundry civil bill. 

Mr. Morgan said the cable would give 
the United States control of intelligence 
in the north Pacific ocean. He declared 
the contest in the conference report against 
the senate amendment Was a “war in favor 
of monopoly,” and he knew; he said, “who 
°was responsible for it.’ 

The partial report was agreed to and 
the senate requested another conference 
with the house. . 

At 2:05 p. m. the senate, on motion of 
Mr. Hale, went into executive session. 

At the conclusion of the executive ses- 
sion Mr. Chilton, of Texas, announced the 
death of Hons John W. Cranford, of 
Texas, and presented resolutions of sorrow, 
and providing for the appointment of a 
committee of senators to attend the obse- 
quies. The committee named consisted of 
Senators Mills and Chilton, of Texas: Mor- 
gan, of Alabama; Berry, of Arkansas: 
Cockrell, of Missourl; Foraker of Ohio: 
Perkins, of California; Chandler. of New 
Hampshire, and Mason, of Miinois. 

Mr. Frye, of Maine, chairman of the 
committee on commerce, presented the 
final conference report on the river and 
harbor bill. He consented f5 withhold it 
in order that consideration of the general 
deficiency bill might be proceeded’ with 
Mr. Hale offered an amendment appro- 
priating $3,000,000 as an emergency fund, to 
be expended by the president at his discre- 
tion. The amendment was accepted with- 
out debate or explanation. Many amend. 
ments were offered and ruled out, on points 
of order. Among the amendments adopted 
were the following:

Mr. Warren, a member of the committee 
on military affairs, offered an amendment 
provding that the adjutant general of the 
army should have the rank, pay and allow- 
ance of a major general. 

Mr. Pettus, also a member of the military 
affairs committee,objected and made a point 
of order against it on the ground of general 
legislation. He said that if the amendment 
Was pressed there should be discussion 
of it. 

At this point consideration of the army 
bill was suspended to enable Mr. Hale to 
present a partial conference report on the 
naval appropriation bill. He explained that 
none of the seriously contested questions, 


such as the price of armor, were incorpor- — 
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ated in the report. The senate further in- 
Sisted upon its amendments and asked for a 
new conference. 

The deLate on the army appropriation bill 
was then resumed. } 

Mr. Pettigrew made a point of order 
against the amendment that it had not 
been referred to, the eommittee on appro- 
priations. The vice president held the lat- 
ter point to be well taken. 

Mr. Foraker offered the same amend- 
ment, restricting its application, however, 
to the present adjutant general. 

Mr. Pettus made a point of order against 
it and he was sustained by the chair. Mr. 
Allen, of Nebraska, appealed from _ the 
chair’s decision and by a nay ‘and aye 
vote the chair was sustained—4l1 to 7. 

Mr. Foraker then offered the amendment 
of which he gave notice a few days since, 
declaring against the granting of franchises 
in: Cuba, omitting the portion relating to 
the withdrawal of the United States troops 
in the island. The amendment as offered 
was as follows: 

“That no property, franchisé or conces- 
sions of any kind whatever shall be granted 
by the United States or by any military au- 
thority whatever in the island of Cuba 
during the occupation thereof by the United 
States.”’ 

Mr, Sewel) made the point of order that 
the amendment was not relevant, but he 
was overruled by a viva voce vote. 

Mr. Burtows stated that he thad been 
informed by the war department today that 
no franchises has been granted and that 
none was to be granted. 

Mr. Morgan thought the amendment pre- 
mature and a dangerous innovation. He 
said there were men in Cuba ready to cut 
each other’s throats and we should go slow 
in our deliberations. Mr. Morgan contend- 
ed that the matter should be left in the 
hands of the president. 

‘“‘Wihen we find such a tumult as there has 
been over General Gomez's acceptance of 
$3,000,000 proffered by the United States, it 
is evident that the people are not capable 
of self-government.” 

After further debate, in which Mr. Hale, 
of Maine, stated that any attempt at leg- 
islation is to be contravened and stifled, 
the amendment was adopted, 47 to ll. 

Tillman Has an Amendment. 

Mr. Tillman offered an amendment which 
was agreed to, providing that the act of 
January 12, 1899, be so amended as to au- 
thorize the payment of. the legal heirs or 
representatives of the officers or men who 


have died, or may hereafter die in the 
service, the extra pay due them under the 
law. 

The bill as amended was then passed 
without division. The conference report 
on the Tampa, Fla., public building meas- 
ure was agreed to. The bill, as agreed on, 
carries an appropriation of $250,000. 

Mr. Frye called up the conference report 
on the river and harbor Dill. 

At the conclusion of the reading of the 
report Mr. Frye, in answer to 4 question 
by Mr. Carter, said that the appropriation 
for the reservoirs at the headwaters of 
thé Missouri river for irrigation purposes 
had been stricken from the bill. Mr. Car- 
ter addressed the senate at length on the 
action of the conferees, maintaining the 
vast importance ™ the entire western and 
southern country of constructing the res- 
ervoirs.

Announcement Was Greeted with Ap- 
plause from Democrats and Anti- 
Quay Republicans. 


Harrisburg, Pa, March 8.—The long-pre- 
dicted: break from Senator Quay came on 
today’s joint ballot. Three members— 
Messrs. Hersch, Mackey and Yates—repub- 
licans, desérted his ranks and voted for 
other republican candidates. Hersch and 
Yates are Philadelphia friends of Senator 
David ‘Martin, who went into the republican 
caucus early in January and voted against 
Senator Quay, but who have since abided 
by the decision of the meeting and voted for 
Senator Quay. 

Mackey is from Lackawanna county. Un- 
til the voting for senator began, he was 
counted an anti-Quay man, but he sur- 
prised everybody by voting for the senior 
Senator. 

Rerprsentative McClellan Hersch, of Phil- 
adelphia, started the break by jumping 
from Senator Quay to Colonel George F. 
Huff, of Greensburg. The annouhcement 
of the vote was greted with applause from 
the democrats and anti-Quay republicans. 
When the name of Representative Mackey, 
of Lackawanna, was reached, he called out, 
“Judge Charles E. Rice.’’ The house broke 
into tumultuous applause when he voted. 

Representative Leslie Yates, of Philadel- 
phia, was the next to change, he going 
from Quay to Peter A. B, Widener, the 
Philadeiphia traction magnate. Neither 
Mr. Hersom nor Mr. Mackey give any rea- 
son for their change. Mr. Yates said, after 
the ballot: 

“The events of the past forty-eight hours 
are sufficient explanation ‘as to why I 
changed my vote.’’ 


ARE RESTORING WAGES OF 1897. 
Cotton Mills in New England Are 
Ready To Increase Pay. 

(Boston, March 3.—Advices received today 
from several mill centers in New England 
make it apparent that the action of the 
Fall River cotton faceories taken this week 
to restore the schedule of wages paid in 
the cotton mills in 1897 has become general. 
Following the action of the Fall River 
mills, the millg in New Bedford and Rhode 
Island towns and other manufacturing cen- 
ters of southern New England, the seven 
corporations of Lowell, the Amoskeag, 
Stark and Amory mills of Manchester and 
mills at other places have decided to ad- 

vance wages on April 3d. 

The Chicopee mills, Farnamsville Com- 
pany and others already have made similar 
announcements, 

While up to today Maine manufacturers 
had not made any announcement, it is un- 
derstood that some of them have the wage 
question under consideration.

Washington, March 4.~The best estimates 
available place the aggregate of the appro- 
priations of the present session of congress 
at $675,885,489. Of this total, the following 
items are determined, as the bills making 
the appropriations have become laws: 

Agriculture, $3,726,022; diplomatic and con- 
sular, $1,714,533; fortifications, $4,909,902; In- 
dian, $7,604,755; legislative, etc., $23,405,740; 
military academy, $5%,774; pensions, $145,233,- 
$30; postoffice, $105,634,183; urgent deficien- 
cies, $140,640; Spanish treaty obligation, $20,- 
000,000. The total permanent appropriation 
is also fixed and is $128,678,220. 

At 2 o’clock this morning the sundry 
civil, naval, river and harbor and District 
of Columbia bills were still in conference 
and the final figures were not available, 
The figures as the bills passed the senate 
were as follows: District of Columbia, 
$7,256,905; navy, $52,979,469; sundry civil, $51,- 
299,262; river and harbor, about $16,000,000. 

On the army and the sundry civil bills 
the latest figures available were Nose 
showing the amounts appropriated, as the 
bills were reported to the senate from the 
committee on appropriations. These are: 
Army, $80,430,194; general deficiency, $21,- 
126,254. | 

To these figures should be added the fol- 
lowing: Omnibus claims bills, $3,100,000; in 
aid of expositions, $1,000,000; miscellaneous, 
$500,000... The total appropriations for ‘the 
last year were $393,231,615, making the grand 
total for the congress $1,569,117,104. — 


TROUBLE BREWS IN SANTIAGO. 


MEN THROWN OUT OF EMPLOY- 
MENT GROWING IMPATIENT. 


American Methods Are Said To Be 
Worse Than Those Used by 
Spain. 


Santiago de Cuba, March 3.—Between 2,000 
and 3,000 men have been suddenly thrown 
out of work in the province of Santiago 
and over 700 in the immediate neighbor- 
hood of this city. Although Governor Gen- 
eral Brooke has wired $30,000, required for 
the February payrolls, there is still a 
deficit of nearly $20,000, and the orders from 
Havana still hold good limiting the ex- 
penditure during the month of March for 
the entire province to $10,500. 

The effect of this order on Civil Governor 
Castillo, May@: Bacardi and other Cubans 
prominent in official circles is simply par- 


alyzing. 

Mayor Bacardi has cabled the governor 
general desiring to know what he is ex- 
pected to do with such a large number 
of men suddenly thrown out of work.

Republican from Massachusetts Oecuples 
Time of the House. 


ANNOUNCE CRANFORD’S DEATH 


Conference Report Upon Sundry Civil 


| Appropriation Brought Up. . 
TEMS ARE STILL IN DISPUTE 


Representatives Insist That the Sen- 
ators Shall Agree with Them on 
Points Yet Unsettled. 


Washington, March 3.—Crowded galleries 
looked down upon the struggling members 
of the house today as the closing scenes 
of the last legislative day of this congress 
were being enacted. 

Step by step the leaders in charge of the 
appropriation bills pushed them through 
the final stages and during every lull in 
the consideration of conference reports 
members clamored for recognition for be- 
lated local billa in the vain hope of rescu- 
ing them from death on the calendar. 

At times the house was like bedilam., 
Pound as the speaker would with his gavel, 
it wag almost impossible to preserve order, 
and to the casual vigitor in the gallery 
the proceedings on the floor musf have 
been about as intelligible as an exciting 
day in the wheat pit would be to a parish 
priest. The noise and confusion on the 
floor, punctuated with the constant bang- 
ing of the speaker’s gavel or backgrounded 
with the droning voice of the clerk; irate 
members facing each other and talking at 


the same time; pages scurrying up and 
down the aisles—all this was utterly Cis- 
tracting. But the people in the galleries 
staid on and there were a dozen persons 
in line in the corridors waiting for every 
vacant seat so great is the attraction of a 


dying congress. 

In the reserved galleries of the hruse 
were congregated the elite of the society 
in the national capitol, while the public 
galleries were banked to the doors. Styl- 
ishly gowned ladies and gentlemen in 6vcn- 
ing dress added eclat to the occasion. 

As the evening drew on members who 
had attended dinner parties begun appear- 
ing and ladies and gentlemen han-lsomely 
attired took their places in the galler:es. 

The big questions in dispute between 
the two houses being naturally the last to 
be adjusted were postponed far intu the 
night. From time to time ghort recesses 
were taken. These were simply »reathing 
Spells, however, and soon the leaders were 
at it again harder than ever. 

At ll o’clock this morning the 
house entered upon the last legis- 
lative day of the session. The managers 
were in their places an@ the public gal- 
leries were crowded in anticipation of spec- 
The desk of the late Rep- 
resentative Cranford, of Texas, who fied 
at midnight last night, was shrouded in 
black and covered with flowers. 
Immediately after the reading of the 
journal Mr. Burke, democrat, of Texas, an- 
nounced, the death of his colleague in feel- 
ing words, and the usual resolutions wero 
adopted. The following committee was ap- 


Messrs. Burke, Henry, of Texas; De- 
Graffenreid, Lanham, McRae, of Arkan- 
sas; Smith, of Kentucky; Brewer, of Ala- 
bama; Moon, of Tennessee; McCleary, of 
Minnesota, and Mahany, of New York. 

Mr. Walker, republican, of Massachu- 
Setts, who has been asking the privilege of 
addressing the house for several days, then 
secured unanimous consent to speak for 
an hour, such time, however, not to in- 
terfere with conference reports. 

Bills were passed allowing certain offi- 
cers to accept decorations from foreign 
governments, and some conference reports 
on bills of minor importance were agreed 
to. 

Mr. Walker, chairman of the committee 
on banking and currency, then took the 
floor under the privilege granted him earl- 
ler in the day. The statement was largely 
personal, showing the efforts Mr. Walker 
had made during a long series of years to 
secure monetary legislation. In this con- 
nection he answered public criticisms of 
his course and went into an elaborate ex- 
planation of the long fight in his commit- 
tee, which resulted in the report of a bill 
and its subsequent withdrawal. 

His colleague, Mr. Barrett, republican, 
of Massachusetts, demanded an opportuni- 
ty to reply, claiming that Mr, Walker had 
agreed to yield him time. This Mr. Walker 
denied, saying he always k€8pt his promises 
to man and God, but “not according to 
the standards of his colleagues.”’ 

Mr. Barrett denounced the denial as an 
“unmitigated faisehood.”’ 

Grosvenor’s Committee Denounced. 

Mr. Walker proceeded to criticise the 
currency committee sélected by Mr. Gros- 
venor, chairman of the republiean’ caucus. 
Mr. Walker spoke in high terms of H. H. 
Hanna, of the independents’ monetary 
committee, but denounced the manner in 
which he and his colleagues had lobbied 
= the «capitol. for alleged currency re- 
orm. 

“The difficulty with these reformers,’ he 
said, “is that théy obtain facts from can-

Resolutions to give house employees extra 
compensation developed some good-natured 
debate, which culminated finally in a sharp 
exchange between Mr. Grosvenor and Mr.

(Madrid, March 3.—The queen regent, as 
the result of her consultations with the 
statesmen, generals and political leaders, 
informed Senor Sagasta that she desired 
to retain the present chamber; and she 
then invited him to reconstruct the cabinet. 

Senor Sagasta replied that it would be 
impossible for him to remain premier with- 
out a dissolution. Thereupon, the queen 
regent referred the same request to Senor 
Montero Rios, president af the senate, who 
declined for the same reason. 

Finally Senor Silvela, the conservative 
leader, accepted the task and it is expected 
that he rwill submit a conservative ministry 
to her majesty tomorrow for her approval. 

The newspapers predict that popular dem- 
onstrations will greet a conservative min- 
istry. Senor Silvelas has offered the finance 
portfolio to Markuis Villaverde, the minis- 
try of marine to Admiral Lazoga, the min- 


istry of justice to Senor Duran and the: 


ministry of public works, agriculture and 
commerce to Senor Cardenas.

Congratulatory Telegrams Are Sent to 
the Naval Hero at Manila, Phil- 
ippine Islands. 


‘Washington, March 3.—The president to- 
day sent to the senate the nominations of 
Rear Admiral George Dewey to be admi- 
ral of the navy under the act approved 
March 2, 1899, and Brigadier General Elwell 
8. Otis, United States army, to be major 
general by brevet to rank from February 
4, 1899, for military skill and most distin- 
guished service in the Philippiné islands. 

Soon after the nominations reached the 
senate an executive session of that body. 
was held and they were confirmed. Secre- 
tary Long cabled.Admiral Dewey as tol- 
lows: 

‘“Heartiest congratulations upon your de- 


served promotion as admiral,’’ 


Later in the day, upon being informed 
of Dewey’s confirmation, the secretary 
sent. the following: 

“President adds congratulations on your 
confirmation.” 

Secretary Alger today sent the following 
congratulatory cable to Major General Otis 
at Manila: 

“You have been nominated and confirmed 
a major general by brevet in the regular 
army. The president wishes this message 
of congratulation sent you, in which I 
cordially join.”

Colonel Lee Appears Before Cour if 
Inquiy To Represent” Miles In 
Developing Testimony, 


NEW NAME FOUND FOR DISCUSSED FOOD 


Inquiry Brings Out Many Declarations 
Going To Show That the Charges 
Made Are Not With- 

,; out Founda- 
tion. 


‘Washington, March 3.—The latest devel- 
opments of the war department court of 
inquiry into General Miles’s beef charges 
Was the appearance today of Major Jesse 
Lee as counsel for the general commanding 
the army, | 

Major Lee was so introduced to the court 
by the recorder, Colonel Davis, at the be- 
ginning of the afternoon session. He began 
to cross-examine witness at once, and with 
the first one antagonized the court to the 
extent of demanding admission of certain 
letters as evidence, but was, refused. 

The proceedings were not marked, how- 
ever ,by any evidence of unpleasant friction 
between the court and the new counsel. 

The appearance of Major Lee in the case 
is the culmination of considerable corre- 
epondence between General Miles and the 
court as to the accuracy of some state- 
‘ments made by witnesses on the stand, and 
which General Miles considered he had of- 
ficial data to prove incorrect. It began 
‘with the -testimony of Colonel Woodruff 
Several days ago to the effect that beef 
herds were seldom if ever driven with 
troops in the Indian campaigns of the west. 

General Miles called the attention of the 
court to this case and was informed by let- 
ter that if he chose, it was in his right to 
be present or to be represented by counsel 
to keep track of the examination. 

General Miles replied that it was some- 


times the custom in eourts of inquiry to; 


have present an officer to “assist the record- 
er in keeping the records in shape.”’ 

The court replied to this that it did not 
need any assistance forgts recorder, but 
suggested again that General Miles could 
be present to aid in the examination of 
witnesses or could be represented by coun- 
sel if he wished. To this General Miles re- 
plied today that in accordance with custom 
in such cases he would be represented 
(thereafter by Major Jesse Lee “for the 
purpose of participating in the examination 
with a view to eliciting the full truth 
pertaining to the subject under discussion.” 


Miles Is Not a Defendant. 

This does not place General Miles in the 
position of defendant before the court, but 
gives his counsel the right of conducting a 
direct or cross-examination as fully as he 
desires. 

Colonel J. A. Case, of the Fourth Penn- 
sylvania, who served with General Brooke 
in the Porto Rican campaign, testified that 
he had about six days’ experience with 
canned roast beef. At first the men tried 
to keep the meat after the cans were open- 
ed, but it spoiled between meals. He order- 
ed the company cooks to make stews of a 
whole can at a time, and it proved very 
satisfactory. 

Captain A. M. Gray, of the Sixth Massa- 
chusetts, which went to Porto Rico on 
the Yale when she carried General Miles 
south, said the principal cause of com- 
plaint among his men was not’as to the 


quality of the rations, but because they |

Alfred F. Foote, of Holyoke, Mass., a ser- 
geant of the Second Massachusetts, which 
served at Santiago; had a new adjective for 
the much-discussed canned roast heef. He 
said it tasted. “bleached” “Some of it 
seemed to be simply boiled to death and 
the other was absolutely putrid. Probably 
one-third was spoiled in this way. The 
men talked the meat over, abused it pri- 
vately, and some declined to eat it. His 
command got comparatively little refriger- 
ated beef, most. of it spoiling before it 
could be cooked and failing, after it was 
cooked, to keen from dinner to supper. 

Too Much Beef Here. 

Captain M. B. Critchfield, of the Eighth 
Ohio, which also served in Cuba, described 
the voyage south on the St. Paul as a feast 
of plenty, corned and roast beef Leing 
piled up by_the ton on the deck, where the 
men could get it for the taking. .He said 
that from the landing on July 10th to the 
surrender on the 17th there was no little 
complaint as to the ration. After the sur- 
render the regiment was camped at Se- 
villa, about six miles east of the city. 
Here they got an issue of refrigerator beef 
that the men refused to take. He inspect- 
ed the meat, cut the quarter in half and 
found that it was apparently good on the 
inside, though green and slimy on the 
surface. He cut some from the inside, 
cooked it and was made very sick by eating 
it. So were other men who tried it. The 
surgeon major ordered the beef buried and 
no more was drawn for a month. 

HH. S. Vanschaick, of the Rough Riders, 
testified that the canned beef was Lad and 
rations generally unsatisfactory. He said 
that he had been more or less ill since his 
return and had been informed by his broth- 
er, a physician, that he was suffering from 
stomach trouble due to bad and irsufficient 
food,/ 

At this point Major Lee, counsel for Gen- 
eral Miles, raised the first issue with the 
court. Witness said he had certain letters 
written home from Cuba descriLing the 
conditions there from day to day. He of- 
fered ‘to read them, but Colonel Davis de- 
clined. Major Lee stated that he thought 
the letters should be admitted as evidence, 
tending to bring out vividly the very condi- 
tions which were being inquired into. The 
court declined to entertain this suggestion. 

Lieutenant Thayer, who was aboard 
the Yale on her trip to Porto Rico, 
supported the preceding witnesses in 
al! the uncomplimentary things they 
had said of the canned roast beef. 

Major Isee continued the examination and 
elicited the fact. that the refrigerator beef 
Served aboard the Yale was so offensive 
that it was repulsive, even in soups and 
stews. Major Lee also got from the witness 
a detailed description of the canned beef, 
to the effect that it was in long strips in ‘ 
thle can, the ‘méat. being held together by 
lohg strips of fiber which nad to be. cut 
away, being wholly unea‘able. When his 
command went ashore 15 per cent of the 
men wéfre sick: : Aftef a short march in the 
hot suh their weakness, dTe as he consider- 
ed to bad food on ship, increased till most 
of the men were sick, even if not on sick 
report. : 

Captain A. G. Mitten, Ninth Massachu- 
setts, testified as to conditlons in Cuba, his 
evidence being in the same line, condemna- 
tory of the canned roast beef. 

Lieutenamt Beary, regimental commis- 
sary of the Fourth Pennsylvania, testified 
to issuing and superintending the prepara- 
tiory of canned and refrigerated Leef. He 
had found it good and satisfactory in al- 
most every case.

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MUTILATED BODY 
UNDER A BRIDGE 


Grewsome Discovery of a Man in Macon 
Yesterday. 


HUMAN BODY GROUND TO PULP 


Head and Arms Severed and Brains 
Scattered Around. 


THE UNFORTUNATE MAN IS NOT KNOWN 


Note Found in Clothes from His Little 
Girl—Electric Man Receives 
Severe Shock. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., March 3.—(Spectal.)}—A mutilated 
body of an unknown man was found wun- 
der the Spring street bridge over the South- 
ern railway about 6 o’clock this morning 
by a section foreman. The body was 
ground into many pieces an] is beyond rec- 
ognition. It is supposed that he was hit 
by the incoming passenger train this morn- 
ing while asleep on the track. 

The section foreman who discovered it 
was coming into the city early this morn- 
ing and when under the bridge he stumbled 
over. a man’s arm, which had been com- 
pletely severed from the body. On feeling 
down to see what he had stumbled over, 
he picked up a portion of a man's skull. 
He called to the .bridge watchman, who 
liyed near by, to bring a lantern to in- 
vestigate. When the watchman argived 
a horrible sight met their eyes. 

Directly under the bridge wus a portion 
of the man’s skull, which had been crush- 
ed to a pulp, and his brains were scattered 
for several feet along the track. Down 
a little further was found the. man's right 
arm, which had been cut off, and down 
the track about forty feet toward the depot 
was found the man’s body, the face and 
head being mashed until it was unrecog- 
nizable. The man’s shoes and socks were 
found near the pile of brains, and the 
supposition is that he pulled off his shoes 
to rest and fell asleep on the track. On 
examining the body it was found that near- 
ly every bone was broken and that it was 
cut in many places. His pockets were 
searched and all that was found was $2.90 
in money, a Key and a note. The note, 
which is supposed to be from his daughter, 
may be the only means of ever identifying 
him. Following is the copy of the note 
found on“his person: 

“Dear Phpa—Mamma says for you to 
get Lee and Annie a song book. Their 
teacher says that they cannot come back 
to school without it. The name of th 
book is the First Music Reader.’’~— : 

The note is written in the large hand of 
a child, ‘but no name Is signed The “First 
Music Reader’ is used in the Macon 
schools, and it is thought that the man 
may be a resident of Macon. The clothes 
which he wore were old and tattered, and 
they, together with the note, will be the 
only means of identification. It is almost 
impossible to distinguish which part of 
the head is the face, and there are no 
scars on the body. 

Coroner Hollis was notified and sum- 
moned a jury. The jury, after hearing the 
evidence, retg@rned a verdict which ex- 
onerated the railroad company from any 
blame. No one could Mdentify the man and 
his name is still a my@ety, The body will 
bé buried at the tounty cemetery hy Un- 
dertaker Keating unless it is claimed by 
some one. | 

The accident this. morning» makes the 
fourth man that has been killed by the 
railroads in the past two weeks, and the 
third in the past two days. In each case 
the coroner’s jury, strange to say, has 
exonerated the railroad--company.

Villa Rica, Ga., March 3.—(Special.)—The 
billing of.

About the year 1889, Marion. Alcnzo Per- 
kerson and Mitchell Driskell decided to leave 
the farm and go into the railroad business. 
They were employed by a road in Alabama 
with Montgomery their headquarte:s. 

They had not been away from home long 
until Perkerson telegraphed . Driskell’s 
mother that her son was crushed by a car, 
and could not live. He lingered a few days 
and died, and was brought back here and 
buried. Perkerson went back to his work 
on the railroad and rose rapidly. He -was a 
passenger conductor on @ read from Colum- 
bia, S. @., to Savannah, for a long time, but 
recently accepted a position on the Cen- 
tral of Georgia, and on yesterday met the 
same fate as his old friend and companion. 

Mr. Z. J. Perkerson, living near here, is 
his father. The remains wil] reach here to- 
night and he will be buried in the new 
cemetery tomorrow. A more popular boy 
never left Villa Rica than Lon Perkerson 
(as he was familiarly called by all). His 
mother has constantly prevailed on him to 
leave the railroad service since Driskill 
was killed. She says she has had a present- 
ment all the time since that her son would 
get killed if he remained in the service.

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SCREAMS AT NIGHT 
AWOKE CHANDLER 


Burly Negro Was Crawling Through a 
Window 


OF THE CHILDREN’S. BEDROOM 


Scoundrel Chased and Captured by 
Officers. 


THREATS OF LYNCHING HIM WERE MADE 


But as Court Will Soon Convene, Peo- 
ple of Danielsville Are Dis- 
posed To Wait. 


Danielsville, Ga., March 3.—(Special.)— 
The screams of his children about midnight 
a few nights ago aroused Mr. Louis Chan- 
dler, a respected farmer, in the western por- 
tion of the county. John Lester, a burly, 
sullen negro, who was working on the farm, 
had raised the window of his daughter's 
room and had got about half into the 
window when the young lady was awaken- 
ed by the noise and gave the alarm. 

The negro estaped death from Mr. Chan- 
dler’s gun by hasty flight. The moon was 
shining brightly in the room through the 
‘window and the negro was readily recog- 
nized. ‘ 

The negro intended criminal assault upon 
Mr. Chandler’s daughter, Having told other 
negroes what he intended to do, and said 
he would then be ready to die, as he knew 
he would be killed for his crime. 

Sheriff Brooks caught the negro near 
Harmony Grove, in Jackson county, and 
had serious trouble with him before getting 
the handcuffs on him. The sheriff managed 
to close in on the negro unawares, but 
being in close quarters, had to knock him 
down three times before he could fasten 
him. 

The fact that superior court meets here 
next Monday, together with cool counseling, 
has prevented a lynching so far, and it is 
thought the negro may reach a trial here 
next week. 


NEAL AND OLIVER ACQUITTED. 


End of Two Murder Trials at Hawk- 
insville. 

Hawkinsville, Ga., March 3,—(Special.)— 
The jury in the Neal case came in at 4 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. They went 
out at 12 o’clock and tfourt then took a 
recess till 2 o’clock. The courtroom was 
crowded when court was called to order 
and the large crowd waited patiently for 
the return of the jury. The wife and moth- 
er and sister of the defendant waited just 
outside the courtroom to hear the ver- 
dict. 

In the meantime the case of the state 
against Mobley Oliver was called and a 
jury obtained: The first witness for the 
state was Dr. Jelks, who testified as to 
the cause of the death of Bagsby. 

When the second witness was on the 
stand the surprise of the day came. Coun- 
sel for the defense objected to the indict- 
ment because it charged the accused with 
the killing of E. F. Bagsby. 

While this was being argued the Neal 
jury came in with a verdict of not guilty. 
When the verdict was read several people 
in the crowd. cheered, but order was quick- 
ly restored and the sheriff ordereg, to ar- 
rest any oné trying to make any demon- 
stration in. the courtroom. A rush was 
made to congratulate Mr. Neal, and it 
was several minutes before he could get 
to his wife, who was waiting for him just 
outside the room. She came near fainting 
when he reached her, but was all right in 
a few minutes. 

In five minutes after the Neal verdict 
was read the judge directed a verdict of 
ng@t guilty in the Oliver case. Thus ended 
two of the most noted criminal cases that 
have been tried in this county in a number 
of years.

Contracts Are Let for Dredging and 
Piling to Amount of $300,000. 
Savannah, Ga., March 3.—Some concern 
has been felt here since the Georgia and 
Alabama road purchased the Seaboard and 
the Florida Central and Peninsular, lest the 
projected great terminals’ of the Georgia 
and Alabama at this place be abandoned 
and the Seaboard’s terminals at Portemouth 

be used for the new system. 

Anxiety on this score, however, has. been 
aliayed by the letting to W. W. Hegeman, 
of Pittsburg, of a $300,000 contract for dredg- 
ing and piling for the terminals across the 
river from this city. The contract provides 
that the work shall be in progress by 
April Ist.

Birmingham, Ala., March 3.—(Special.)—A 
conference of the leading advocates of the 
dispengary system, which were appointed 
during the recent session of ihe legislature 
as a committee to guard the dispensary

The address says that the committee 
hears that opponents of the dispensary will 
seek to elect delegates to the constitution- 
al convention who will favor incorporating 
a clause in said constitution prohibiting dis-

declare opposition to such a clause. Friends 
of the dispensary all over the state are 
urged to organize and work to this end for 
the success of the dispensary.

England mills is one of the few substan- 
the 


from the awful drain in its resources. 
caused by the establishment ofthe gold. 
It gives reason for the hope 
that, after all, the bottom of depression 


_@nd hard times has been reached, and 


that the industrial energies of the coun- 
try have found a substantial basis from 
which to work upward. 

This increase of wages amounts to 
about 121-2*per cent, and is therefore 
an advance of 11-2 per cent over the 
wages the operatives. were receiving 
when the reduction of 1897 was made. 
Measured by this, business has picked 
up tothe extent of 11-2 per cent so far as 
the cotton mills are concerned. Weare 
not paying any very high tribute to the 
gold standard in chronicling this up- 
ward movement. If the democratic par- 
ty had succeeded in 1896 and bimetal- 
lism had been re-established, the condi- 
tion of the whole country would have 
been very much better. The mills 
would be running day and night, and op- 
eratives would be receiving wages at 
least 40 per cent higher. 

Admitting that the currency would 
have been “depreciated,” we should have 
had no depreciation in property values, 
Wages and prices. We think that these 
things are more important than cur- 


_rency. 


It it true, nevertheless, that democrats 
cannot carry out the reform they contem- 
plate for some time to come, consequently 
we shall have to make the best of a situa- 
tion which the democratic party would 
have bettered. We shall have to urge 
such reforms in the currency as seem 
to promise relief. 

One of these is the issue of credit 
notes on the commercial assets of the 
banks.. ‘While we think it will. be as 
difficult to promote this reform as it 
was to ‘prevent the retirement of the 
greenbacks nearly thirty years ago, yet 
it is well worth working for. Such a 
reform would gradually inorease the 
supply of currency available in the agri- 
cultural regions, and, in the course of a 


few years, would enable the farmers of 


the country to get on their feet and 
free themselves from the clutches of the 
cross-roadg shylocks whose liens and 
contracts give them absolute control over 
those who cultivate the soil. 

There will be great difficulty in car- 
rying out this reform, although the In- 
dianapolis monetary commission and 


the Reform Club appear willing to favor 


it. Before it is adopted and put in 
operation some very important conces- 
sions will have to be made to the banks 
that now own the bulk of the govern- 


- ment bonds. Sooner or later they will de- 


mand and receive the most profitable of 
the pickings, and that fact may as well 
be recognized first as last. They seem 
to have what are now loosely called 
“vested rights” in the matter.

This ts why-we -have asKed the sec- 
retary of the Reform Club how he and 
his colleagues propose to neile the 
interests of. the national banks with the 
proposition to issue credit notes on com- 
mercial assets. It is true that national 
bankers in ‘the south have indorsed a 
proposition precisely similar, but it is 
to be borne in mind that these bankers 
form an inconsiderable number of the 
whole body of national bankers, and 
they have a keen realization of the cry- 
ing need-for some gort of reform that 
will -bring relief to the congested dis- 
tricts where money is so scarce that the 
products of the farm take the place 
of it. . 

In the south, cotton is used as a sub- 
stitute for money and the result is the 


‘steady increase in the volume of that 


form of money in the face of a steady 
depreciation in its value, a process 
which involves the farmer in deeper and 
deeper difficulties. For our part, we do 
not see how the clashing interests of 
thease who do not desire to see the value 
of their bonds depreciate can be recon; 
ciled with the interests of those who are 
devoting their lives to worse than fruit- 
less toil for the lack of an available sup- 
ply of money. If this could be done, 
many serious problems would be solved 
and a great deal of political agitation 
would be avoided. | 

Frankly, we do not expect a very 
early réply to our question from the 
secretary of the Reform Club, but 
whether it comes soon or late, we shall 
not permit the fact that the club favors 
the gold standard to prejudice our con- 
sideration of the explanation which may 
be offered. ‘We must have some sort 
of relief for. the farmers, and this re- 
lief is only to be found in an increase 
of the available supply of money. AS 
matters stand, an increase in the price 
of cotton would only help the few who 
have managed, by desperate efforts, tq 
work themselves out of the slavery 
which was fastened on them by their 
condition after the war. 

For those who are still in slavery, the 
price of cotton is fixed not in the market, 
but in the liens and contracts they have 
to sign, and by the rate of interest they 
are compelled to pay on their purchase 
of supplies. If the price of cotton were 
to double, the rate they have to pay’ in 
cotton would double, and they would be 
no better off at the end of the year than 
they: are today, If they could borrow 
money instead’ of supplies they would 
soon be able to free themselves from 
their difficulties, but they will never be 
able to borrow on their character and 
credit under the present system which, 
always looking bondward, demands se- 
curities as collateral for loans,

his flagship into the bay of Manila, he 
proceeded to make history which placed 
his name high above even that of Nel- 
son, who had hitherto been the great 
admiral of the seas, whose spirit ani- 
mated every sea fighter of every ‘nation. 
Dewey’s victory was so complete that its | 
very simplicity challenged credulity, 
and ‘it is enly tHe corroborating influ- 
ence of time which has brought its 
reality into full view. : 

But even greater trials awaited the 
successful American! He had himself 
to conquer! Tf, in the elatian of his 
suddenly-acquired greatness he had giv- 
en utterance to such foolish speech as 
was employed by Sampson in claiming. 
Schley’s victory, it would have been ex- 
pected, though regretted. That moment 
of temptation, however, was controlled, 
and@ no touch of the bombastic appears 
over the signature of Dewey. ‘With ad- 
mirable self-control he has reported the 
triumphs of his fleet, done justice to his 
comrades and held his tongue as Well as 
his pen fn check.

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The Victims of Usury. 

While discussing the various phases 
of usury now practiced in this city, there 
are some suggestions which present 
themselves,

future. . 
This statement contains serious mat- 


ter, which will bear investigation. There 


can be nothing short of indignation felt 
by every right-thinking man when he 
hears of an ignorant negro being bound, 
hand and foot, by usury sharks. The 
same is true when the victim is a wo- 
mah, or a poor man with a family, 
whose temporary stress for bread or 
shelter has led him to the money lender's 
door. But when the victim is a young 
man who not only spends his 
wean” Wek 


criminal line. ‘It is idle for a forty-dol- 
lar youth to send expensive bouquets to a 
banker’s daughter. There is a differ- 
ence between them which money alone 
can bridge, and as he has not got the 
money, he might as well give up the 
chase. He is unjust to himself, unjust 
to his family, and in time will find 
himself stranded upon the shore of bank- 
ruptcy and despair. ee 

This disquisition might be carried 
even further with good effect. “When a 
business man, who is able to keep house 
in style, finds men answering his invi- 
tation to expensive entertainments, and 
sees that they are living above their 
means, does he wholly escape some part 
of the responsibility? If a cotton fac- 
tory president finds one of his employees 
outshining him in some aristocratic so- 
cial club, does not the incongruity of the 
situation make itself known? ‘The ex- 
plosion is heard occasionally when some 
poor wretch leaves the city between 
suns to seek elsewhere relief from the 
obligations which he has piled up. 

Still ‘another feature has been added 
to this controversy by a ee re- 
ceived by The Constitution from a man 
of salary. The writer represents that 
monthly payments are the rule in rail- 
road and in some commercial and me- 
chanical pursuits. It is not every man 
‘who can start out with an advance of 
provisions so as to make his salary keep 
current with his expenses, nor, unfor- 
tunately, is every man qualified to place 
his monthly salary so as to carry him 
through for a month. The majority of. 
men always have, and always will, pay 
as they go, either with their own money 
or with that belonging to some one else. 
Hence comes one great source of the 
usurer’s business. Once a month be- 
hind, these men soon fall several months 
behind, all the time struggling with 
their own necessities as well as the ex- 
actions of the money lender. The sug- 
gestion is made by our correspondent 
that weekly payments Would prove a 
sufficient remedy. The hint is a valu- 
able one, which The Constitution in- 
dorseg to the employers who now pay 
by the month. 

Let us have a_ twin-reformation— 
through the clipping of the wings of 
the usurers and an insistence upon 
young men living within their means. 
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Wheeler and the Democrats. 

We do not see how or why the idea 
got abroad that the democrats who are 
in favor of settling the question of the 
right of an officer of the army to hold 
a seat in congress were inspired by feel- 
ings of hostility to General Wheeler. 
There is not a democrat of any influ- 
ence in congress or out of it who has 
any ground for hostility to General 
Wiheeler.

What the next congress may do is an- 
other matter. It may be that the pop- 
-ularity of General Wheeler will con- 
tinue to prevent the consideration of 
the report of the judiciary committee. 
That report, whether considered or not, 
settles the contention and will stand as 
a precedent. Army officers have no 
right to hold seats in congress, but 
either house may, in its wisdom, and 
for reasons of its own, refrain from 
applying the law in particular cases.

The seventieth birthday of Carl 
Schurz was distinguished by acharacter- 
istic letter from Grover Cleveland. 

The writer of the letter attained 
whatever of distinction will mark out 
his name from others through honors 
conferred upon him by partisan demo- 
cratic action.

BROUGHT OUT BY THE 
(CONSULAR REPORTS 


The Mexican’ dollar is the coin generally 
A clean 
Mexican dollar passes current in all the 
treaty ports and at all considerable towns 
in the interior which trade direct with the 
treaty ports. In the interior of China and 
in the smaller towns block ,aiiver is used. 
The silver is cast in the form of the shoe, 
on which is stamped the ‘quality, and in 
making purchases, a piece is cut off and 
sold to the local bank for its equivalent in 
‘copper cash. Of this cash 1,800 equal a 
gold dollar, and one can judge the standard 
of wages and the scale of expenditures 
where everything is estimated by ~cash. 
Cash, however, are the real circulating me- 
dium of the Chinese of the greater part 
of China, and the Mexican dollar is the 
ordinary circulating medium only in con- 
nection with foreigners. A ‘‘chop’’ dollar— 
that is, one on which one or more firms 
have stamped their monogram or chop, in- 
suring its genuineness—circulates at a dis- 
count below the clean dollar of from 2 to 
6 per cent, varying at different times and in 
different places. The subsidiary coins are 
5, 10 and 2% cent pleces: but just now a 
dollar is worth more than the smaller coins 
making up the 100 cents. Why this is so fs 
a mystery, but the fact remains that to- 
day in Shanghai a clean Mexican dollar is 
worth ten i@cent pieces and 18 coppers cash. 
» hae oe 
There are Chinese coins imitating Mex!i- 
cans, but they only pass current in the 
viceroyalty where they are minted. Several 
of the banks issue paper currency based 
on Mexican dollars: This currency varies 
in value at the different ports. I have in 
my. pocket four bills of the Hong Kong 
and Shanghai bank issued by the Hong 
Kong branch, each promising to pay ten 
Mexican dollars. The Shanghai branch of 
the same bank will only give me $38.60 Mex- 
ican for the four bills, which are worth at 
par $40, thus discounting 5 per cent the 
bills of their owh banks issued in another 
city. These bills would be still further dis- 
counted in Tien Tsin or Chefoo. This seems 
very odd to an American who has never 
been obliged to note what bank issued the 
bills he has from time to time been fortu- 
nate enough to have in his pocket, but in 
all this there is no question of the solvency 
of the bank. The Hong Kong and Shanghai 
bank is one of the great money making 
banks of the world. The fluctuation in val- 
ue of these bills seems to come from the 
flucutating character of a currency based 
on silver, aggravated in this country by 

the lack of speedy communication. 
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Ninety-nine cents gold is also equal to one 
haikwan tael, 3 mace and 8 candereens 
(1.88 taels). That ‘is the customs tael. It 
is never used for banking purposes, but 


there are at least thirteen other varieties. 


of the tael in China. Ninety-nine cents gold 
is equal to 1.48 Shanghai taels, while it 
equals 1.39 ‘Takau taels. The other taels 
range between these two in value. And yet 
each of these different varieties of taels 
represents a Ghinese ounce of silyer. The 
values I have given here are the values 
fixed by the United States mint for this 
quarter. But the banks and large business 
houses get the value of silver from Lon- 
don twice a day, and the value often varies 
from morning to afternoon; and the actual 
value, especially at the smaller ports, va- 
ries decidedly from the value as fixed by 
the great markets of the world. For in- 
‘stance, the mint declared October Ist that 
one Fudhau tael equaled 65.3 cents in United 
States gold, while in Fuchau a Fuchau 
tael October lst equaled 64.1 cents in gold. 


s is 
Although both are based primarily on the 
bullion value of silver, the relation of the 
tael and the Mexican dollar to gold does 
not. always vary equally. There is no coin 
called a tael, The tael is simply a weight, 
the Chinese otince, and consequently must 
vary with the builliod value of silver. The 
Mexican dollar (coim and bank bills based 
on coin) is the medfum ef exchange in or- 
dinary business, and an extra demand for 
money in any particular place raises the 
value of the coined dollar temporarily in 
that place. When the extra demand {fs cver 
the dollar sinks to its bullion value. It can 
be readily seen; however, that a scarcity 
of coined money at: any particular place 
will add to the value of the amount avail- 
able there, although business may remain 
at its ordinary level. The banking busi- 
ness throughout all the east is dominated 
by one corporation, which has branches in 
all the prominent cities. The tempiation 
must be very great to create a scarcity 
of money in particular localities, in order 
to raise the rate of interest and increase 
the value of its holdings in ¢oin. Tris 
can be more easily done from the fect that 
communication is almost entirely by wuter, 
and boats are both slow and infrequent. 
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The Japanese yen and the Hong Kong 
dollar both circulate in a few ports, if 
chopped by the local banks, but they en- 
ter very slightly into the medium of ex- 
change. It seems to me, once in a while, 
that the banks deliberately add to the com- 
plications of exchange. For instance, at 
Fuchau the Fuchau tael is not the banking 
standard. For purposes of computation, a 
Yang Ping tael is used; and to translate the 
value of the chopped dollar, which is the 
ordinary medium of exchange there, into 
United States gold, a somewhat intricate 
problem in arithmetic is to be worked out. 
One thousand chopped dollars equal 777 
Yang Ping taels, 100 Yang Ping taels equal 
133.3 Fuchau taels, a Fuchau tael equals 
64.1 cents in United States gold. A Euro- 
pean usually has nervous prostration before 
he finds out what his gold is really worth 
in Chop Mexicans. When this bit of arith- 
metic has been solved, you still have not ar- 
rived at the actual value of your gold, 
It is not always easy to find what an actual 
gold piece is worth in the circulating me- 
dium of China. I sent out a man this miorn- 
ing with $100 in American gold cvin. The 
bank ‘ offered him $197.40 Mexican. The 
Chinese gold guild offered $199, while the 
Chinese jeweiry store said that they would 
give $200, if the rate had not changed since 
4 o’clock yesterday. At the same time the 
bank asked me $204.85 Mexican for a draft 
for $100 gold on its branch in New Wcrk 
city. 

The people who suffer from this fluctua- 
tion in the circulating medigm are the 
Wage earners, About a year ago silver was 
falling in value very fast, and the shop- 
keepers, by a concerted movement, raieed 
the price of commodities 10 per cent. The 
price of labor, however, did not advance. 
Again shopkeepers raised prices 10 per cent. 
Still wages did not advance. Since that 
time silver has gradually appreciated. The 


price of commodities has not, however, been 


lowered from the higher prices fixed when 
silver was at the bottom. In this country, 
with the value of the medium of exchange 
constantly shifting, all ousineéss ia g1m- 
bling.. Even those paid in gold are badly 
affected by these changes. As I have suid, 
rices are now maintained at the high evel 
n silver fixed a year ago, when silver was 
lowest; but my salary; paid in gold, i 
worth 6 per cent less in the silver into 
which I must exchange it to pay my bil’s 
than it was a year ago. 
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Throughout the business uncertainties 
and troubles arising from the silver cur- 
rency, I notice that the banks are the most 
prosperous institutions here. They charge 


take the silver they give you: but a hank 
caay and often does refuse to ‘five back 
the sifver dollars which only a few hours 
before it paid out. Me ts, Wage earn- 
érs and laborers all suffer by the uncertain- 
ty of exchange, but the banks thrive on 
that same nty.

A Middle Ground View: - 

Editor Constitution—The debate if your 
columns in regard to the ruination of the 
young men in Atlanta—who, in consequence 
of becoming’ involved in debt, fall into the 
hands of the ‘‘money lenders’’—being open 
to the public, I would like to make one or 
two practical suggestions looking toward a 
solution of the question, 

I am an insurance man, and in this busi- 
ness among the fundamental principles are 
two which seem to be overidoked in the 
present discussion—one is the matter of the 
integrity of a contract, and the other that 
a certain premium must be paid by "any 
people to insure individual loss. In regard 
to the first, fraud is the only excuse for 
repudiating a contract, and yet in one letter 
in the paper the advice of a prominent 
lawyer is quoted informing youag men that 
a salary order, even though honestly ¢iven 
by them, is not worth the paper it is writ- 
ten on, and that those having given such 
outstanding obligations can,rest easy, and 
that their employers should repudiate them. 
If becoming inVolved in debt is to ruin the 
young men of this city, to be taught to re- 
pudiate contracts oVer their signatures, no 
matter what the pecuniary loss, will hardly 
give us in the next generation a set of 
business men who the world at large will 
care to deal with. I have young men work- 
ing for me, and am certainly «ware, us is 
any business man, that an order upon their 
salary is not binding upon me; but I would 
most’ certainly consider it binding &pun the 
young man if one were shown me, and if 
the did not meet his obligation he ‘would be 
discharged on very short notice. 

Fortunately, from personal experience, I 
am not familiar with the high interest 
charges which are stated must be paid by 
clerks for money, garnishments that follow 
from non-payment, etc. 

In regard to the premium which must be 
paid by the many to cover the losses of 
the few, I do not see how any law could be 
passed to compel brokers to pay any given 
amount for salary orders or similar securt- 
ties which they are willing to buy. ‘here 
are men engaged in this business, buf in 
one sense it is largely speculation, and they 
must not only add in their ealculations 8 
per cent interest, but a sufficient charge 
to each borrower to cover their total or 
partial losses during the year. I have 
bought stock in this community in institu- 
tions far abeve par and later sold same 
as low as 50 cents on the dollar. Presuma- 
bly I wanted the money, but the purchaser 
was not compelled by law to give any 
more than 8 cents for my stock, thccgh it 
was worth more, and I know of no law 
that does not allow men to uote pricea for 
salary orders, Jand, horses or old iron or 
anything salable. 

The public must consider a matter of this 
kind carefully before rendering judgmert. 
An ordinance might be passed ly the city 
council or the legislature compelling ail 
banks to take salary orders at par, iess 8 
per cent, but I doubt whether the law 
would stand as constitutional. ‘There are 
many rich men in this city who could buy 
salary orders and who are glad to get 
per cent on their money, but they derrand 
absolute security. There is a larzze risk in 
this branch of the business that sometody 
must pay for. 

To my mind a partial solution of this 
question has been made in the larger cities 
of the world. In Paris and other European 
citles we have the Mont-de-piete, defined in 
the Century dictionary as ‘‘an institution 
established by public authority for lending 
money on the pledge of goods at a reascn- 
abie rate of interest.’’ These establishmenis 
originated in Italy in the fifteenth cen- 
tury, the object in founding them being te 
countervall the exorbitantly usurious prac- 
tices of the Jews. The funds und suitabie 
warehouses and other accon:mo.lations ere 
managed by directors and the goods pledged 
are sold if the money lent on them 1s not 
returned by the prope: time. % 

Charitable people in cities like New York 
and our other large cities have formed in 
the poorer districts establishments similar 
to those of the regular pawnbrokers, where 
money can be borrowed on watches, eloth- 
ing, jewéls, etc., at the legal rate of in- 
terest. 

Trouble, like rivers, must be controlled 
at the source. The money tender is not 
necessarily a cheat nor a swindier, aid I 
doubt whether the net resylts at the end of 
the year in this business are any better 
than the returns from other pursuits. If a 
young man has.a good position and his 
employer is willing to indorse for him, he 
can certainly get money from the regular 
banking institutions at legal rates. Where 
this cannot be done there is an admitted 
risk, and the law does not compel: the 
banks to advance their funds, 

I am not familiar with the methods of the 
charitable money lending concerns referred 


to, but I see no reagon why they could not | 


lend money not only on personal proper'y, 
but to a reasonable amount on the state- 
ment of an employer that a man was in his 
service, had been for a certain number of 
years, had been found reliable and honest 
and worthy of a limite@ credit. This would 
not be an indorsement upon the back of a 
small note, which would possibly injure the 
employer’s credit, but would be a moral 
obligation to him to gee that the young 
man laid aside money to pay off such in- 
debtedness. 

I do not wish to be misunderstood either 

as reflecting on the gentlemen who have 
taken up a crusade against what is con- 
sidered a growing evil, nor do I wish to be 
quoted as defending the class of men 
known as “sharks,” who, after getting a 
man fn their power, keep him in slavery 
and charge blackmail. I suggest a middle 
course and a possible solution. 
’ I believe a loaning company on the line 
indicated formed in Atlanta and made to 
pay a reasonable rate of interest would re- 
lieve the situation—to be managed by di- 
rectors who have the confidence of the 
public and could givé their services free of 
charge to the undertaking. Even if there 
were no dividends, it would be a worthy 
investment. I would be one of a number of 
men who would invest $100 or so in such an 
enterprise.

Pardon Board Yesterday Refused Petition for Commutation of 
Sentence fo Life Imprisonment

TESTIMONY OF TWO PHYSICIANS f 


Doctors Declare It Would Be Inhuman To 


Hang Lewis in His Present Condition, 


A PRECEDENT HAS BEEN ESTABLISHED 


The Application Was Refused on the 
Ground That the Sanity of the 
Condemned Is a Matter for 
the Courts and Not for 

” Pardon Board. 


Robert Lewis, the slayer of Foreman 
Haynes, must Wie on the gallows at noon 
March 14th unless some other pian for 
staying the sentence can be determined 
upon by his attorney. 

The application for executive clemency 
which was presented and arguei before 
the pardon board yesterday morning has 
been refused, and in making the decision 
the board has established a precedent to 
obtain in all cases of the kind, 

The first ground in the application for 
a commutation of the death sentence was 
the belief that the condemned man was 
insane. The board holds in its decision 
that if the murderer is insane his sen- 
tence ought not to be commuted for the 
reason that a crazy man has no business 
in the pen:tentiary for life. 

The question of the sanity or the insanity 
of the prisoner was held by the board 
to be a matter for the superior court of 
Fulton county to determine and not the 
board of pardon. 

in addition to the plea of insanity it 
was set forth in the application that the 
condemned man is in a physical condition 
where it would be inhuman to execute him 
and that he is a degenerate with no idea 
of right or wrong. This was held by the 
board to be no reason for executive clem- 
ency, but on the other hand might be a 
reason for a further respite of life by the 
governor. a 

Another Effort May Be Made. 

It is highly probable, although no steps 
have been taken so far, that an application 
for a further resp'te will be made for Lewis 
by his attorney, Mr. Wright, so that the 
question of the sanity or insanity of the 
condemned man can be tested and finally 
settled in the superior court of the county. 

It was the effort of the two physicians, 
Dr. William Nicolson and Dr. J. L. Mec- 
Daniel, at the hearing yesterday morning 
to show that it would be inhuman to cx- 
ecute the sentence of the court on account 
of Lewis’s physical condition and also for 
the reason that they were unable to de- 
termine after careful examination whether 
the condemned murderer was sane or in- 
sane. 

The testimony regarding Lewis’s mental 
condition presented to the pardon board 
yesterday morning was of an indefinite 
nature, although a number of tests had 
been made on the man by the physicians 
who were present. 

His Mind Unbalanced. 

Dr. J. UL McDaniel stated that in his 
opinion. the man was a dengenerate prob- 
ably "from, birth and that his mind was 
so disconnecte’i that he had been unable 
to give the physicians a clear account of 
his life or of his crime. He was literally 
covered with a horrible disease, of which 
he would probably never be cured. 

In his opinion it would be inhuman to 
carry out the sentence of the court cn 
the man. 

The testimony of Dr. Nicolson was sub- 
stantially the same as that given by Dr. 
McDaniel, both of whom refused to state 
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positively that in their opinion the con- 
demned man was insane. 

The only other witness before the board 
was D. B. Ector, with whom Lewis had 
boarded for some time before the crime 
of which he was convicted had been com- 
mitted. He stated that Lewis had acted 
in a very unusual way and did so many 
queer things that his neighbors gradually 
began calling him Flanagan in fun. 

The witness said he had always believed 
Lewis to be crazy. 

One of the first persons to enter the 
office of the pardon board before the hear- 
ing began was the wife of the condemned 
man, who came to Atlanta several days 
ago with the idea of telling her husband 
goodby on the gallows. Before the hearing 
started the little woman, with large, star- 
ing eyes that told of the terrible fate of 
her husband, made a personal appeal to 
the commissioners for his life. She said 
very little, but did not seem to appreciate 
the fact that the board would have to 
consider alone the law in the case and the 
right course to pursue, 

Decision of the Pardon. 

The following is the decision of ‘the rar- 
don board acted on by Governor Candler, 
in which the application for executive 
clemency is refused: 

State of Georgia, Executive Office, 
Atlanta, March 3, 1899.—In re: Robert 
Lewis, Application for Executive Clem- 
ency. The defendant, Robert Lewis, 
was convicted of murder at the fall 
term, 1898, of the superior court tor 
Fulton county, and sentenced therefor 
to be hanged on Tuesday, the 28th day 
of February, 1899, a respite of which 
sentence was, by executive order, duted 
February 25, 1899, granted and post- 
poned until Tuesday, the 14th day cf 
March, 1899, pending an application 
made to the prison commiss.on for a 
commutation of said sentence to life 
imprisonment. This application for such 
commutation having been duly consid- 
ered by the prison commission, they re- 
port that they decline to recommend 
clemency, for the following reasons: 

The application is based upon two 
grounds, viz: 1. That defendant is 
thought to be insane, which is sup- 
ported by the evidence of two physi- 
cians, who state that they are in doubt 
as to his mental condition, but are un- 
willing to swear that, in their opinion, 
he ‘s non compos mentis. 

By a recent act of the general assem- 
bly, acts 1897, ‘“‘when a convict shall 
have been sentenced to the punishment 
of death, and shall become insane, upon 
the oath of a practicing physician, the 
question of the sanity of said convict 
shall be tried by the superior court,” 
etc. The fact that no physician can be, 
or has yet, been found who is willing 
to swear that, in his opinion, the de- 
fendant is insane, is strong evidence of 
his sanity; and this, of itself, would 
have been a sufficient reason to have 
refused this application on this ground. 
But if defendant is insane, and should 
be commuted upon this ground, he 
must necessarily go to the penitentiary, 
which is not a proper place for insane 
people. If he is sane, then there is no 
feason why clemency should be exer- 
cised. The law above cited declares how 
this question shall be disposed of, and 
establishes the form in which it shall 
be decided; which being true, it is out- 
side the province of the executive in the 
exercise of clemency. 

2. That defendant is now in a physical 
condition which would make it inhuman 
to inflict the death penalty. Th's, in 
the opinion of the commission, is no 
good reason for commuting the sentence 
to life imprisonment, but might address 
itself to the executive as a reason whv 
a further respite should be granted; 
but as the date of the execution is yet 
eleven days off. the iatter course is not 
even now recommended. 

Therefore, in view of the foregoing 
recommendation, it Is 

Ordered, That the application for ex- 
ecutive clemency by the defendant, 
Robert Lewis, be and the same is here- 


by refused.

Fitzgerald Company of Civil War Veterans 
Completes Roster. 


ENTHUSIASM IS* DISPLAYED | 


List of Those Enrolled in the Unique 
Command Reaches Capitol. 


THE ATLANTA ZOUAVES ARE INSPECTED 


Chlonel Obear Continues with His 
Werk of Inspection and Will Soon 
Finish in Atlanta. 


The veterans at Fitzgerald, Ga., who 
applied to Governor Candler some days ago 
for permission to organize a company for 
the national guard, have forwarded to 
Adjutant Genera] Byrd a list of the men 
who are to compose the command and 
urge that the authority for adding the 
company to the state militia be granted as 
early as possible. 

The interest in the organization of the 
command, which is to be composed largely 
of veterans of the civil war, is displayed on 
nll sides at Fitzgerald, and there is little 
doubt but what the company will be ad- 
mitted as a part of the state militia and 
armed for duty in the very near future, 

The names of forty-eight citizens of Fitz- 
gerald have been sent to the adjutant gen- 
eral as having enlisted in the company 
while only thirty-two were necessary in 
order to place the company in the ranks of 
the national guard. 

The Fitzgerald veterans request that the 
company be placed in the Fourth Georgia 
regiment, in command of Colonel Wooten, 
one of the most energetic officers in the 
state. This request has made a very fa- 
vorable impression upon Adjutant General 
Byrd, who states that the Fourth regi- 
ment is kept in perfect command and that 
the organization of the companies com- 
posing it is probably as good as that of 
any other regiment in the state. 

Within one month Colonel Wooten has 
placed his nine companies upon a splendid 
footing, all of them having more than the 
minimum number of men. 

Aside from the excellent material which 
is known to exist in the newly raised com- 
pany at Fitzgerald and the enthusiasm 
that is being displayed by the men in their 
effort to get admittance into the state mi- 
litia, Governor Candler appreciates the fact 
there is not a company within sixty-five 
miles of Fitzgerald, and that in case of a 
riot or outbreak of any kind in the vicinity 
it would be exceedingly difficult to get a 
company of troops from another portion of 
the state into the town, 

A company is badly needed at Fitzgerald 
and there is little doubt but what the of- 
fer of the old veterans to protect the com- 
munity will be accepted gladly. 

| Inspection Continues, 

The inspection of the troops of the Fifth 
regiment in this city, which is being con- 
ducted by Inspector General Obdear, is 
going ahead with rapidity, and before the 
end of next week all the commands of tiie 
‘city will have passed through the examina- 


tion necessary for the reorganization of the 


militia. 

Last evening the Atlanta Zouaves were 
inspected in their armory, and although 
the men were without guns, they put up 
a good showing. During the day Colonel 
Obear spent cunsiderable time in the in- 
spection of the property of the company 
and left nothing undone to put the com- 
mand in proper shape for the future. 


ROBBERS ESCAPE WITH $900. 


A Daring Safe Robbery Occurred at 
- Hoschton Last Wednesday 
Night. 

A letter was received yesterday at police 
headquarters from W. B. De Latterrieve, 
of Hoschton, Ga., in which he offers $100 
reward for the arrest of parties who enter- 
ed his store on last Wednesday night and 
blew open his safe, taking from it $900 in 
cash, $800 being in greenbacks and $100 in 

silver. 

Mr. De Latterrieve says that for several 
days prior to the robbery suspicious char- 
acters were seen in Hoschton, On Wednes- 
day night the store was forcibly entered 
by parties who were evidently professional 
criminals.

Mr. Sibley believes that the time has 
‘wome when the democratic minority of the 
Pennsylvania legislature should cease being 
@ cat’s paw for the anti-Quay republicans 
and it is evident that a good many other 
democratic leaders agree with him. At 
least that would be the natural construc- 
tion put upon the following expressions: 


_ What the Senators Say. 

Senator Jones, of Arkansas: “I would be 
very happy to see a democrat elected in 
Pennsylvania, but if a republican is to be 
elected, I would prefer to see Quay elected 
‘wather than any of the others, because he 
‘has always been frank and has always kept 
faith in great strugeles.’”’ 

Senator Vest, of Missouri: “I have rot 
the slightest hesitation in saying that, in 
my opinion, the wisest policy for the demo- 
crats in the Pennsylvania legislature to 
pursue, in the event that they cannot elect 
@ democrat to the United States senate, 
would be to support the Hon. M. 8. Quay 
for re-election. It is very evideng that his 
re-election would cause Wanaagher and 
‘hig friends to continue the figfit against 
the regular republican organization, which 
is represented by Quay, and the fact would 
certainly inure in the future to the benefit 
of the democratic party in Pennsylvania.

COAL STRIKE NEARLY OVER. 


NO SCARCITY OF OUTPUT IMMI- 
NENT IN INDIAN TERRITORY. 


Indications Are That the Miners Now 
Out Will Return To Work 
| Monday. | 


Denison, Tex., March 3.—The coal min- 
ers’ strike situation in the Indian Terri- 
tory has not changed from what it wae 
yesterday. The outlook for an early re- 
sumption of work in the mines is good, 
and it appears that there will be no 6e- 
rious difficulty resulting from a lack of 
coal, for the supply in sight and that com- 
ing with the mines working as they are, 
is sufficient to supply the demand. 

This morning early a full force of miners 
returned to work in the mines at Krebs 
and the output there will be sufficient to 
prevent a famine in this section. This ac- 
tion of the Krebs miners is having its ef- 
fect on other mines in the district where 
the strike is on and will tend to a settle- 
ment of the trouble, . 

At Hartshorne the mines are running al- 
most up to their spring capacity with im- 
ported miners and with the men who have 
returned to work since the strike. _ Men 
are also working at Wilburton and Alder- 
son, but the output is not large. 

A telephone message from Coal Gate this 
afternoon is to the effect that it looks like 
work will be resumed there Monday. There 
are six hundred men out at Coal Gate, and 


while they have not taken any action look-. 


ing to a settlement of the trouble and have 
not signified their, intention by resolution, 
still from what is gleaned from individual 
miners, it is believed that the men will re- 
turn to work Monday. The two mines at 
Coal Gate have a large daily output of 
coal, and a third mine being opened there 
will add to the output when it is’ running 
full blast. There is no talk of importing 
miners at Coal Gate and the mine operators 
have made no statement. The relations 
between the bosses and the miners are 
pleasant, it is stated, and on account of the 
general good feeling existing and the dis- 
cussion of the situation of the men tending 
to the reopening of the works next Monday, 
it is believed that the work will be resumed. 

Considerable coal has been brought to 
Denison within the last twenty-four hours 
from the territory and has gone on south 
to customers who ordered it, whichis an 
indication that the output will sdon regume 
normal proportions. 
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CUBAN ‘ASSEMBLY IN. SESSION. 
United States Offer of $3,000,000 Not 
Satisfactory. 

Havana, March 3.—The forty-four generala 
and colonelg compesing the Cuban mili- 
tary assembly had another three hours’ 
discussion today regarding the proposal of 
the United States government to grant 
$3,000,000 to pay off the Cuban troops, No 
conclusion was reached and the debate was 
again adjourned to be resumed on Monday. 

There is a faction in the assembly which 
takes seriously the proposition of the mys- 
terious American syndicates, supposed to 
be represented here by Mr. Ferros, which 
offered $12,000,000 on hard conditions, pre- 
cisely what has not been disclosed. As 
the assembly has no power to create a 
lien on the customs, it can do nothing more 
than recommend something to Governor 
General Brooke or to Washington. Gen- 
eral Gomez is taking no part in the de- 
liberations and regards the $12,000,000 as de- 
lusive. 

Meanwhile the so-called Cuban’ army re- 
mains under arms and subsisting upon 
contributions that amount to blackmail.

CONFEREES AGREE 
ON ISTHMIAN CANAL 


Signed Report Has Been Made and Is 
Ready for Congress. 


POWERS GIVEN THE PRESIDENT 


Million Dollars Set Aside for Thorough | 
and Complete Investigation. 


MUST SUBMIT RESULT TO NEXT SESSION y 


Chief Executive Is Authorized To Em- 
ploy Engineers To Look Over Nic- 
aragua and Panama Routes. 


Washington, March 3.~The conferees on 
the river and harbor bill today agreed +nd 
signed a report. Senator Frye made the 
following statemient as to the result of the 


conference: 

‘‘In the matter of the Nicaragua canal the 
conferees provided a substitute for the 
senate. amendment giving full authority to 
the president to investigate all isthmian 
canal routes, especially the Nicaragua and 
Panama routes. He is to have all the en- 
gineer and other employees he may need 
for this purpose and is allowed to appoint 
the engineers either from the army or civil 
life. He is then to report his conclusions 
to the next congress. For this purpose we 

ropriate $1,000,000. | 
oi eThe ve tay coneerning New York har- 
bor, Baltimore, Philadelphia, the South- 
west pass, and the Mississippi river, Hud- 
gon river and nearly all the important na- 
tional projects as distinguished from those 
of a purely lecal character, were agreed to 
practically as inserted in the senate. In 
the matter of the Miami project, which has 
attracted considerable attention, the house 
conferees refused to agree to the senate 
provisions. In this matter the best we 
could do was to secure a provision for the 
appointment of a boar@ of engineers which 
is instructed to make an estimate and re- 
ort. 

PT he house conferees also refused to ac- 
cept the senate’s action placing the im- 
provements of St. John’s river, Florida, 
upon a continuing contract, but in this mat- 
ter we increased the appropriation over 
the house figures to the extent of about 
$100,000, making the appropriation $250,000. 

“The continuing contract provision for 
Sandy Bay harbor of refuge, Mass., was 
eliminated, but the immediate appropriation 
of $250,000 was provided for and authority 
was given to appoint a board of engineers 
to make a survey and estimate. 

“We were also compelled to modify the 
geenate provision concerning the proposed 
channel to Houston, Tex. In this matter 
we increased the immediate appropriation 


to the extent of $100,000, making it $300,000, 


which is sufficient to insure twelve feet of 
water in the chanrel to the sea. 

“The house conferees accepted our pro- 
vision appropriating $100,000 for the im- 
provement of Pearl harbor, Hawaii, and 
also to the provision of the removal of the 
rocks in East river, New York. They re- 


| fused to accept our amendment for the im- 


provement of Anacostia river, District of 
Columbia.’”’ 

Senator Frye expressed the opinion that 
the action of the conference on the Nica- 
ragua canal matter would prove satisfac- 
tory to the country.

The agreement upon the New York har-

SUGGESTS TRIAL BY CIVIL COURT 


Criminal Section of Court of Cassation 
Makes Recommendation. 


Paris, March 3.—The criminal section of 
the court of cassation, rendering judgment, 
finds that Colonel Picquart and M. Leblois, 
a lawyer, should be tried by a civil court 
for the alleged forgery with which they are 
charged and for using the forgery and di- 
vulging matter contained in secret ddcu- 
ments in the Dreyfus case. 

Relative to Picquart the court. finds that 
the alleged illegality in communicating to 
M. Leblois war office documents was not 
connected with the aLove charge and that, 
therefore, the courtmartial retains its-ju- 
risdiction., 

The united sections of the court of cas- 
sation will begin the hearing in the Drey- 
fus case tomorrow, in conformity with the 
new trial revision law. 

As a result of the judgment the military 
authorities will transfer Colonel Picquart 
to the civij authorities. The charge of 
‘forgery being punishable with severer pen- 
alties than the other offenses imputed, will 
form the first subject of investigation.

Georgia at Chickamauga. 
From The Rome Tribune. 

The people of Georgia should make the 
@edication of the Georgia monuments to 
our dead heroes at Chickamauga national 
park one of the great events in the state’s 
history in this closing year of the century. 

The date has been fixed for Thursday, 
May lith. On the same day Kentucky and 
Illinois will dedicate their monuments. 

It should be remembered that every foot 
of the famous Chickamauga national park 
is in the seventh congressional district of 
Georgia. The government has spent many 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in laying 
out and beautifying the k, while the 
expenditures by state governments for 
monuments, etc., will run the total amount 
contracted to date to neariy two million 
dollars. . . 

The bloody battlefield, now converted into 
@ peaceful park, saw the fiercest conflict 
of the great civil war to thé number of 
troops engaged. General Joe Wheeler in a 
speech made a few years ago quoted statis- 
tics to show that 33 per cent loss was suf- 
fered by the commands engaged. In some 
regiments the loss was 75 per cent. He 
compared this to Napoleon's loss of 4 per 
eent at Wagram, 12 per cent at bloody 
Austerlitz, 14 per cent at Waterloo, and de- 
clared that no battle in history showed 


such frightful carnage as did Chickamauga. 


General Longstreet, it will be remembered, 
charged the federal] line seventeen times 
before he broke it. 

What Yosemite valley is to the Pacific 
slope; what Niagara park is to the north; 
what Yellowstone park is to the west—all 
this and more are Chickamauga park and 
Lookout mountain to the south, 

In order to celebrate the dedication of the 
Georgia monuments at Chickamauga park 
with commensurate importance of the oc- 
casion, The Tribune would suggest that 
Governor Candler should arrange an@ an- 
ndounce the programme as early as possible. 
Whether this should be done by the gover- 
nor in consultation with the Georgia Chick- 
amauga monument commissioners, or by a 
special committee of two from each con- 
gressional district, should be decided. 

Governor Candler wil] doubtless attend 
with his staff, and we would suggest that 
an honorary committee of ten to twenty- 
five members from each congressional dis- 
trict be appointed by him. 

We would suggest the names of General 
Jolin B. Gordon, General James Longstreet 
and General Joe Wheeler as speakers for 
the confederate veterans. 

Congressman John W. Maddox and ex-

have plaw@s of honor for their conspicuous 
work for the park. All our congressmen 
and our senators. and other officials should 
be invited to be present on this notable oc- 
casion.

Sub-Committee Appointed To Examine 
Figures and Report to the Board 
‘Next Tuesday Afternoon. 
Propositions and What 
They Call For. 


athe opening of bids for the disposition 
of the city garbage yesterday afternoon 
was the most important matter that has 
been considered by the board of helath in 
years. The city authorities have been try- 
ing to solve the garbage problem for some 
time in order to reduce the expenses of the 
sanitary department. The bids received 
yesterday make the movement in the direc- 
tion of economy most encouraging. 

There were four bids opened from four 
prominent garbage concerns—John WW, 
Welch, of New York, who offers to con- 
struct the Thackary crematory; the Dixon 
Garbage Company; the Dennis Company, of 
Atlanta, representing the Lester Cremato- 
ry, and Venable Brothers. The bids vary 
considerably in price, and although the 
Dennis bid is much under the others, who 
will get the contract, cannot be forecasted. 

The documents were referred to a sub- 


committee of the board, consisting of Chair- 


man ‘Miller, Drs. Jarnagin and Benson, 
who will meet this morning to consider the 
propositions, and who will report to a *pe- 
cial meeting of the board to be held next 
Tuesday afternoon at 8 o’clock, when the 
contract will probably be awarded. It was 
thought for awhile that council would 
award the contract. The conclusion was 
reached yesterday afternoon that it is with- 
in the province of the health department 
to make the deal, so long as the expendi- 
tures keep within the limits of the annual 
apportionment for this department. 

Each company presenting a bid had.a rep- 
resentative present. These gentlemen -will 
make their argument, if they desire, be- 
fore the sub-committee today. Ex-Chief 
Thomas E. Veal, of the Atlanta sanitary 
department, was present in the interests of 
John W. Weich, one of New York’s lead- 
ing financiers, and the Thackary incinera- 
tor. Mr. Veal was warmly welcomed by his 
old friend, and he made a short but con- 
Clse statement relative to the advantages 
of his method of garbage consumption., 
The bid of this company is interesting, be- 
cause Mr. Veal recently secured the con- 
tract in Chicago over a large number of 
competitors. 

Nature of the Bids. 

The Dennis-Lester concern offers to burn 
the garbage and night soil combined at 25 
cents a ton, requiring the city to send more 
than 100 tons to the crematory every day. 
As is well known, thie company built a 
crematory near the old mineral spring site 
several weeks ago, and the city garbage 
was sent there for two weeks on trial. The 
company promises to make several changes 
in the present structure, and guarantees 
to do the work to the satisfaction of thé city 
authorities. This ts the lowest bid. 

Venable Brothers offer to take the gar- 
bage on either the Georgia or the Sea- 
board Air-Line road to Stone Mountain for 
48 cents for night soil, and 39 cents for gar- 
bage. Both the Messrs. Venable were pres- 
ent at yesterday’s meeting, and when Mr. 
Will Venable heard the figures of the other 
companies he stated he would not insist on 
his proposition. 

The Dixon people presented two proposi- 
tions. The first was to erect one or two of 
their plants in the center of the city, or 
any tocation acceptable to the city, and 
burn the garbage at 50 cents, and the night 
soil at 70 cents. In case the city should 
wish to purchase the plants the company 
offers to give a rebate of 20 cents on every | 
ton of garbage and night soll, allowing the 
rebate to go toward paying for the plante. 


In case the city does not desire to pur- j 


chase the plant or plante, there will be no 
rebate. 


The other proposition of the Dixon com- } 


pany is to take charge of the collection and 
disposition of the garbage for 90 per cent of 
the total price paid out for the same oy the 
city in the year 1898. This would take the 
entire matter out of the hands of the board 
of health except that the work would be 
carried on under the supervision of the city 
inspectors, 
Bid of the Company. 

The bid of John W. Welch, of the Thack- 
ary company, is cheaper than that of the 
Dixon company in case the city does not 
wish to purchase a plant. Mr. Welch pro- 
poses to burn the garbage for 48 cents, and 
the night soll for #5 cents. Mr. Vea! stated 
before the committee that his incinerator 
was the very best on the market; that it 
was built to consume the garbage on sani- 
tary principals, and that its work was per- 
fect, He said it bad a ionger life than other 
plants, end had given satisfaction wherever 
it had been operated. 

The following extract from Mr. Welch's 
bid, as. presented by Captain Veal, shows 
fiow this ‘company expects to do the work:

Business for February Ahead of Any | 
Month Ever Known. 


COVERS THE WHOLE COUNTRY 


In Prices Striking Feature Has Been 
Rapid Advance in Iron and 
| , §teel Products. 


New York, March 3.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade will say tomor- 
row: 

“The business for the past month was 
far the greatest ever known in February. 
Clearing house exchanges were about 
$7,000,000, against $5,553,844 last year and 54.2 
per. cent iarger than in 1892. In all the 
years of weekly commercial reporting there 
has been ne other week in which‘the re- 
ports from all parts of the country have 
been on the 'whole so good as they are ghis 
week. Moreover, during the past week 
there has been a general advance in wages, 
immediate or prospective. At most points 
the advance of 10 per cent or more was en- 
tirely voluntary. It has averaged 6 to 10 
per cent in tin plate works and about 10 
per cent in other cases, and as it affects 
much over 100,000 hands, it will add greatly 
to the purchasing power of the wage- 
earners. 

“The return of failures in February, while 
showing larger liabilities than in January, 
are highly encouraging. A rather unusual 
number of iarge failures in scattered 
branches of manufacture has swelled the 
aggregate, including one concern for 
$1,000,000 in electrical apparatus, but in 
nearly all branches the statement indicates 
a remarkably healthy condition in spite of 
these failures, while in trading the default- 
ed liabilities are smaller than in January or 
any previous winter month for six years. 

“In prices the striking feature has been 
the rapid advance in iron and steel products, 
resulting from a demand greater than the 
workshops in the country can supply. All 
the works of importance have been crowded 
with orders running to July and later. Be- 
lated buYers have given life to concerns 
long inactive, and as these can add a little 
to the output, the markets have been con- 
trolled by the buying demand. All sorts 
of prices have been paid, some for early de- 
livery and some for delivery after July Ist, 
but $13.50 is quoted for Bessemer pig at 
Pittsburg, $12.50 for grey forge and at the 
east $14.25 is quoted for anthracite No. 1. 
Prices of finished products have also been 
advanced $2 per ton for eastern and western 
bars, plates and structual forms and $3 
for wirle nails. The demand has not yet 
been checked, as some heavy orders have 
been taken at all points, even at the high- 
est prices named, but the export businss is 
likely to be stopped for the present. 

“Holders of wheat have been looking for 
the report of the agricultura] de;wvrinient 
regarding stocks held by farmezs March 
ist, but commercial reports indicate that 
such are the largest ever held at this date. 
They have to support them the western 
receipts from farms which pave been 
larger than for past years in february, for 
four weeks 12,571,000 bushels, against 10,- 
004,600 bushels last year, while Atlantic ex- 
ports have been for four weeks. 12,829,766, 
against 9,878,636 last year. The Pacific ex- 
ports have been 605,737 bushels tor the week, 
against 6,933 last year, and from other 
ports 187,829 bushels have been shipped dur- 
ing the past ‘week. Rarely, if ever, has 
there been as great demand for grain at 
this season as now appears, but the prices 
have yielded 1 for the week, although corn 
has advanced 4c for spot, the receipts hav- 
ing fallen. 

“The textile industries are making prcg- 
ress. There has been a stro1g mcrease in 
the demand for cotton goods, resulting in 
further advances in the prices. for some, 
While in woolen goods a shight advance 
appears, notwithstanding a decline tn the 
price of wool during February. The decline 
has not been general in wool nor has the 
advance in goods. The heavy weight sea- 
son has been disappointing and the manu- 
facturers are willing to get on for the time 


‘as best they can in the hope that a larger 


demand will come from the clothiers a lit- 
tle later.

“An enlarged volume of spring trade, 
Particularly in dry goods, due to spring 
weather, special strength in the demand and 
price for cotton fabrics, an immense and 
urgent cal] at soaring prices for iron and 
steel and all its products, and substantial 
advances in wages, chiefly affecting the 
above mentioned industries and benefiting 
at a conservative calculation 110,000 opera- 
tives, are among the features of the week 
going to show taat the producing elements 
of the country’s population are sharing in 
the present favorable conditions. From 
many cities east and west come reports of 
an active demand from jobbers for spring 
dry goods. From the cotton manufacturing 
industry come reports of activity, including 
manufacturers, to grant advances to their 
operatives, while the list of advances in 
prices of iron and steel products, whether 
of crude, of manufactured or even of old 
material, is a virtual roll call of that in- 
dustry’s products. An encouraging feature 
is the small number of strikes for higher 
wages reported, partly owing to advances 
being already conceded as # result of slid- 
ing scale agreements, only important labor 
troubles being reported in’ the coal mining 
districts in the southwest. 

‘In the lumber trade the producer seems 
likely also to reap a long delayed reward 
as buyers become familiar with the fact 
that available supplies, whether of hard 
wood, of white or yellow pine, or of spduce 
and hemlock, are well controlled, .while the 
outlook for building trade activity is fa- 
vorable. 

“Our export trade in cereals is recovering 
from the check administered by the recent 
stormy weather, but reports of damage to 
the winter wheat crop on the one Land and 
estimates of superabundant sunolies of old 
crop in farmers’ hands have about balanced 
each other, with a slight advantage as Te- 
gards prices secured bv the bears. Pricés 
generally, aside from the exceptions noted, 
show few important conditions. 

Corn is slightly higher, while 
fractionally lower. 

‘“‘The movement of cotton at the south has 
proced smaller than anticipated, and as the 
current consumption is heavy. both at home 
and abroad, quotations are slightly higher.

mond that the Georgia and Alabama and 
the Florida, Central ard Peninsular will 
soon be merged with the Seaboard and that 
the whole system will be known as tlie 
Seaboard Air-Line. 

The name Seatoard Air-Line is really a 
kind of trade mark. No railroad was char- 
tered under that title, tut it is a good 
name, and being widely known will be 
bestowed upon the other two properties in 
the system, 

The map published in yesterday’s Consti- 
tution gave an accurate idea of the loca- 
tion of the roads and the territory which 
they serve. It was seen at a glance that 
the rew system would occupy a strong 
position and that the three roads united 
would help each other. 

Railway men generally are guessing about 
what will happen when the consolidation 
occurs. Who will stay and who will re- 


tire? There will not be any urgent neces- 


sity for three first vice presidents. The 
Scaboard has one, E. St. John; the Georgia 
and Alabama has one, Ceci] Gabbett, and 
the Florida Central has cne, Mr, Maxweil. 

Each of these vice presidents is also gen- 
eral manager of his own system. Then 
there are three general freight agents and 
two general passeuger agents. 

Not even the officers of the roads appear 
to know who will be taken and who will be 
left. Some of T. J. Anderson’s friends say 
that he will be in it somewhere when the 
gituation clears up. It has been announced 
in Baltimore that no changes will be made 
for the present, but the problem of consoli- 
dation will be worked out generally. 

A new charter was applied for in North 
Carolina and one provision is to be that 
the new company cannot sell out to a 
competing system and cannot buy a com- 
petitor. 

The general impression is that the new 
Seaboard will be an active competitor of 
the Southern’s when the connecting links 
are built. There is talk in the north that 
the Baltimore and Ohio will get connection 
with the Seaboard and that through trains 
will run from New York to Florida by way 


cil hall of the chamber of commerce, the 
Scuthern Gold Miners’ Association will hold 
an important meeting. It is expected that 
the meeting will be largely attended, as 
some very important business will be: dis- 
posed of. 

The Southern Gold Miners’ Association 
is a comparatively recent organization, the 
first meeting being held in Gainesville about 
@ month ago, ‘when several committees 
were appointed with instructions to report 
in Atlanta on March 4th. The object of 
the association is the fostering and en- 
couragement of the gold mining industry 
throughout the entire south, and its mem- 


bership includes miners from almost every — 


southern state having gold fields. The 
officers are H. D. Jaquish, president; John 
Martin, vice president, and Walter P. An- 
drews, secretary. 

Since its organization the association has 
received many additional members and has 
been assured the support of a number of 
professional mining experts from different 
sections. 

At today’s meeting the general scope and 
aim of the association will be clearly de- 
fined and a number of important reports 
will be read and acted upon. 

Among the prominent members of the 
association to arrive in the city yesterday 
was Charles Jones, owner of the Glen 
Comyn gold mine in Whité county. Mr. 
Jones brought along some fine specimens 
of ore which came from his property. He 
has a wide vein of quartz, which he is 
working now. He is down on it fifty feet 
and is in a solid formation. The vein is 
heavily sulphuretted and carries free gold, 
too. In the hand specimens which he has 
free gold is very much in evidence. 

Mr. Jones has. done more development 
work in the last year and a half than-any 
other miner in the state. He has opened 
his property so that it shows handsomely. 
He has a placer and saprolite deposits as 
well as hard vein matter lying between 
well defined walls on his property. 

He is running fifteen stamps on ore, from 
which he catches enough free gold on the 


plates to pay a good profit, and his tail- 
The 


street viaduct will be opened for public 
traffic about April 15th. During the last 
few months, since the stone work was com- 
pleted and the supports underneath the 
bridge were placed the work has progressed 
rapidly. So much so that the immense 
structure is now assuming a definite shape 
and spans the tracks for a distance of sev- 
eral hundred feet. 

A large force of workmen are dally en- 
gaged in riveting the immense iron work 
together, The work is now being done on 
the floor of the bridge. Immense square 
sheets of iron made at an especial angle to 
resist weight are being laid and almost the 
entire floor space of the structure has been 
covered. 

The bridge is divided into four parts. 

There are two sidewalks—one on either side 
and two ways for wagons and electric cars. 
The heavy iron that is placed between the 
divisions to prevent any friction between 
teams going in different directions have 
been put up and giveva good idea of what 
the appearance of the viaduct will be when 
completed. 
" These railings, constructed of solid sheets 
of iron, are about five and a half. feet high 
and any one walking on either side of the 
bridge can only with difficulty see what is 
passing on the road way next to the side- 
walk. 

Ties for the rails of the tracks of the 
Atlanta, Railway Company, which will ex- 
tend over the viaduct, are being laid on the 
floor. The approach to the bridge on the 
east end is completed and it can be entered 
from this side, but no connections have 
been made on thé-west end and all passing 
over the structure is prohibited.
